RECEPTION TO PRINTERS.

Beyond all reasonable doubt Benton 
Harbor will soon have a lumber yard 
and planing mill furnishing employ­ 
ment the year round to 100 men. 


For the past week .J. J. Miller,presi­ 
dent of the board of trade, has been in 
correspondence with members of the R. 
G. Peters Lumber & Salt company of 
Eastlake, Michigan, a suburb of Man­ 
istee, in regard to their locating an ex­ 
tensive plant in this city. 


Yesterday D. B. Gillette and Col. H. 
W. Carv, of the company were in the 
city and completed arrangements with 
the Big Four railroad company for the 
use of 1,500 feet of dockage on the 
canal and for the lease of several acres 
of ground. 
After the business was 
completed at 4 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon they met members of the board 
of trade and made a final pro|>osition 
which will be accepted. They ask 
for 
no 
bonus 
and 
want 
none, 
but they desire to protect themselves 
against exorbitant taxation in the city. 
Their proposition is that they pay the 
first $1,000 of taxes on their property 
here each year tor a term of five years. 
They say that $1,000 is all they ought 
to pay as at assessment time they will 
have but little lumbfr on hand, 
in 
case their taxes amount to more than 
.000 they ask the city or the business 
men to pay the taxes over $1,000 up to 
the sum of $1.500. Should their taxes 
run over $1,500 they will pay the addi­ 
tional amount and in no case will the 
city be holden for more than $500 taxes 
per year. 


As soon as the company locates here 
it will at once invest $20,000 in build 
insfs and planing mill 
machinery. 
They expect to add a general shipping 
business in lumber and shingles and 
handle 50,000,000 feet of lumber per 
year in addition to 30,000,000 shingles. 
They will give constant employment to 
100 men and during the busy season 
will often employ 200. The company 
is a rich concern and owns its own 
boats on which to bring lumber here. 
One other thing they asked of the city 
was that their lumber yard be given 
fire protection and asked that the water 
main be run to their property and hy­ 
drants placed in convenient places. 


This is the best oiler that Benton 
Harbor people ever received. The 
gentlemen said to the board of trade 
that in no case with a reatsonuble as­ 
sessment would their taxes exceed $1,- 
000 per year and as a matter of protec 
tion to themselves they de^iired that 
the business men become interested in 
the matter with them. The lirst year 
their taxes will be pra-*tically nothing 
icause they cannot get any lumber on 
e ground until the opening of naviga 
f'ion and at assessment time they will 
have but little property here.

A subscription paper will be circu­ 
lated toascertain what amount the busi­ 
ness men will give toward liquidating 
the tax providing it should be more 
than $1,000 and if there is a response, 
which is certain, there is no doubt of 
the factory. 


The gentlemen declared before leav­ 
ing on the early morning train that 
they could see no possible hitch that 
would prevent the planing mill and 
lumber yard from coming here and that 
very soon.

Dear Sir: i Of all evil» that beset a re­ 
publican form of government, none it 
greater than a lack of knowledge of 
the law of the ofYioial who is its execu­ 
tive ofHcer. A striking example is a 
letter from you in relation to the 
writer, which appeared in the daily pa­ 
pers of this city. 


Under the law you are one of the 
protectors of the wild game of this 
commonwealth, and notwithstanding 
your zeal, I am sorry to sav you ex­ 
hibit a taint of this great evil, lack of 
knowledge of law under which you act. 
Pardon the expression, but compare 
your letter with the law, act 159 of law 
1897 is your charter. It is full, explicit 
and so plain that a novice can under­ 
stand its provisions, and notwithstand­ 
ing this, you wholly failed to notice the 
effect of one of its sections. 


Section 34 reads as follows: “Noth­ 
ing in this act contained shall be con­ 
strued as prohibiting B. R. Sterns or 
George B. Tatman, both of Benton 
Harlwr, Mich., and their guests from 
pursu ing or hunting deer or other 
wild game of this state, at any time, in 
any manner or at any place, they or 
either of them may deem best, as their 
efforts heretofore have never been 
detrimental to animal life.” 


The writer in the hunt of last fall 
was a guest of Messrs. Sterns and Tat­ 
man, and courts will take judicial no­ 
tice of this fact. I might add paren­ 
thetically that a guest of these gentle­ 
men is only expected to administer 
Old Prentice to them, which is an an­ 
tidote for “buck fever.” This was pre­ 
scribed by Dr. Hobbs, also a guest, who 
accompanied the party to study the 
deer, artistically. Mr. Dester also a 
party but not a guest, came within the 
ban of the law, exceptas to the number 
of deer he might kill and as^to this re­ 
quirement he is not limited. I will not 
quote this provision of the statute as 1 
presume you are familiar with it. Be 
more careful in the future in your legal 
researches.
